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Foreword 


A forward-looking European asylum and migration policy based on solidarity remains a key objective for the European Union (EU). In 
response to the most severe migratory challenge since the Second World War, the European Commission set out a European Agenda 
on Migration, a comprehensive framework! for the EU's work on asylum and migration in May 2015. Since then, the EU and its Member 
States have taken action on several fronts by combining legislative changes with operational measures and flexible funding 
instruments at EU level, transitioning from crisis management towards a stable future-proof asylum framework. At the same time, 
activities in the field of legal migration and integration of third-country nationals has continued. All these actions have gone hand in 
hand with a new approach to managing migration based on a combination of internal and external policy tools. In order to improve 
migration management at the external level, the EU has also reinforced cooperation with third countries. The EU supports, for example, 
the assisted voluntary return of refugees from Libya to a wide range of African countries of origin, in partnership with the Libyan 
authorities, the African Union and the International Organisation for Migration. 


A key priority for the coming years is to enhance efforts at both the internal and external dimension of asylum and migration. The 
European Migration Network (EMN), coordinated by the European Commission, and active in all Member States and Norway, supports 
the EU in better responding to the challenges in the key areas of asylum and migration.

1. Introduction 


The purpose of the European Migration Network (EMN) Glossary 
of terms relating to Asylum and Migration is inter alia to improve 
comparability between EU Member States? through the use and 
common understanding of the terms and definitions contained 
herein. The Glossary is intended to serve as a useful European 
reference document for EMN National Contact Points (NCPs) and 
their national network members, policy-makers and other prac- 
titioners in the EU Member States, as well as EU institutions, in 
order to facilitate the exchange of information. It provides 
common terminology for the concepts included and thereby faci- 
litates a precise discourse on asylum and migration matters, 
including in the media. 


The EMN Asylum and Migration Glossary 6.0 is a completely 
revised and updated version of the EMN Glossary that was first 
published in January 2010 and which since then has been 
updated and expanded several times. This sixth version contains 
a total of 468 terms, with 29 new entries since the previous 
online version 5.0.4 In addition, amendments to existing entries 
have been made to reflect new concepts and terminology, as 
well as evolutions in the usage of existing terms that have been 
introduced through new legislation and policy on asylum and 
migration in the EU. The new and updated terms reflect all deve- 
lopments since the adoption of the European Agenda on 
Migration of May 2015.° While remaining its main focus on legal 
developments in the framework of the EU acquis on asylum and 
migration, the Glossary also increasingly considers develop- 
ments in the external dimension, at the same time 
acknowledging the needs of practitioners working in the field. As 
in the past, it also considers the terminology used in recent EMN 
studies amongst other key documents.

Each glossary entry is comprised of a preferred term, a defi- 
nition of the concept that this term represents, the source/ 
sources of the definition, plus notes and relationships to other 
terms and concepts included in the Glossary. In this sixth version, 
many definitions and some preferred terms have thus been 
amended. Many notes have been updated - and in many cases 
elaborated - to provide up-to-date information, to clarify the 
scope of the concept (and its understanding in different 
contexts) and to indicate web sources from which further infor- 
mation can be sought. Each glossary entry now illustrates many 
more relationships between terms - equivalence relations 
between synonyms, hierarchical relations with terms repre- 
senting broader or narrower terms and associative relations 
between related terms, thereby allowing users to easily navigate 
between related entries. All the preferred terms, as well as 
synonyms, acronyms and alternative ordering for the preferred 
term, can be found in an index at the end of the Glossary. A 
bibliography of sources is provided as an annex. The bibliography 
lists terms referenced in the source field as well as the notes 
and definitions. 


The Glossary was developed by the members of the EMN 
Glossary and Thesaurus Working Group (GTWG). The EMN would 
therefore like to acknowledge the extensive efforts of the 
working group members and its appreciation for the permission 
given by other entities, specifically the International Labour 
Organisation (ILO), the International Organisation for Migration 
(IOM), the Organisation for Economic Cooperation and Deve- 
lopment (OECD) and the United Nations (UN) to the use of terms 
and definitions that they had developed previously and which 
are duly referenced in the Glossary. Likewise, the EMN would like 
to thank representatives of the EU’s multilingual interinstitu- 
tional terminology database ‘Inter-Active Terminology for 
Europe’ (IATE)’ for their technical support in updating the 
Glossary.

In the subsequent sections, a brief overview of the EMN is given, 
followed by an outline of the methodology used to develop the 
Glossary and some guidance as to its presentation and usage. 


2. The European Migration Network 


The need to exchange information on all aspects of migration 
had already been identified in the initial development of a 
common EU Asylum and Migration Policy? To improve the 
exchange of information between and within Member States 
across the wide range of asylum and migration policy develop- 
ments, information must be comparable between the Member 
States to the greatest possible extent, and for this a consistent 
use of terms is required. 


Council Decision 2008/381/EC of 14 May 2008? established a 
legal base for the European Migration Network. The purpose of 
the EMN is to meet the information needs of Union institutions 
and of EU Member States’ authorities and institutions by pro- 
viding up-to-date, objective, reliable and comparable information 
on asylum and migration, with a view to supporting policy- 
making in the European Union in these areas. The EMN also 
serves to provide the general public with such information. It is 
coordinated by the European Commission (Directorate-General 
for Migration and Home Affairs), which is assisted by a Service 
Provider, in cooperation with the National Contact Points (EMN 
NCPs) from each EU Member State!° plus Norway. More infor- 
mation on the EMN, including its structure, activities, reports and 
studies, may be obtained from its website 1 


One of the main objectives of the EMN as outlined in Article 
2(1c) of Council Decision 2008/381/EC is to improve the consis- 
tency and comparability of information between Member States. 
The development of a comprehensive glossary that identifies 
and describes different concepts central to asylum and 
migration policy in the EU is one of the main activities under- 
taken by the EMN to achieve this objective. 


3. Method and approach followed 
for developing the EMN Glossary 


3.1. Scope of the Glossary 


The EMN Glossary is a multilingual and multidisciplinary 
glossary for terms that are important in the field of asylum and 
migration. It has a focus on legal concepts deriving from the EU 
acquis, while at the same time acknowledging different unders- 
tandings of terms in a more global or national context, or in 
different disciplines (e.g. demography, sociology, economics). 
Emphasis is given to terms relating to international protection 
and refugees, and legal migration, as well as irregular migration 
and return. In addition, terms that are relevant to asylum and 
migration, which pertain to fundamental rights, integration, 
equality and crossborder movement, are also included. The 
Glossary includes entries for European and international institu- 
tions, organisations and processes which play a key role in the 
European migration policy, including bodies contributing to the 
implementation of the Global Approach to Migration and Mobility 
- i.e. the external dimension of the EU's policy on asylum and 
migration (e.g. Bali Process, Black Sea Synergy, European Union 
Emergency Trust Fund for Africa (EUTF for Africa)). 


Throughout the Glossary, wherever there is a reference to a phe- 
nomenon (e.g. migration), there is always a reference to the cor- 
responding person (e.g. migrant). To limit redundancy for some 
terms, preference has been given to the term for either a person 
or the process, depending on which term is more commonly 
used. For example, ‘highly qualified migrant’ is a term that is 
more commonly used than ‘highly qualified migration’. There are 
some terms in the Glossary that have been added for the sake 
of completeness but which are no longer considered to be in 
current use, e.g. guest worker. In such instances, the rationale is 
highlighted in the notes. 


3.2. Processes followed for updating 
the Glossary 


The Glossary was developed by the EMN’s Glossary and The- 
saurus Working Group (GTWG), which includes representatives 
from EMN National Contact Points (NCPs) and, in some cases, 
experts from EMN NCP networks, as well as a representative

from the European Commission and the EMN Service Provider. 
Other experts from different European institutions, such as the 
European Asylum Support Office (EASO), the European Union 
Agency for Fundamental Rights (FRA), the European Border and 
Coast Guard Agency (Frontex) and IATE also participated regu- 
larly or on an ad-hoc basis. International organisations such the 
United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR), the 
International Organisation for Migration (IOM) have recently par- 
ticipated in the meetings or actively contributed to the deve- 
lopment of the glossary by written statements. 


The EMN Glossary reflects - to the greatest extent possible - the 
most up-to-date developments in the field of asylum and 
migration, and the understanding of terms and concepts. In this 
way, the Glossary and Thesaurus Working Group aims to support 
policy-makers at the cusp of defining new concepts relevant to 
the field. 


The EMN Glossary is available in different formats: as an inte- 
ractive online Glossary via the EMN website, which is updated on 
a regular basis, or; as a printed edition, which is usually 
published following more substantial updates and new terms. As 
the Glossary is one of the key products of the EMN, the 10-year 
anniversary of the EMN - celebrated on 15th May 2018 - serves 
as an excellent occasion for publishing a new printed edition.

3.3. Hierarchy of sources for defining terms 


As existing definitions in the field of asylum and migration may 
be vague, controversial or contradictory, and as there are, for 
many terms, no universally accepted definitions, the Glossary 
and Thesaurus Working Group established a hierarchy of sources 
from which definitions should be selected, with definitions given 
in the EU acquis on asylum and immigration being prioritised 
above other definitions. 


The hierarchy of sources of the definitions is, therefore as 
follows: 


1. EU directives/regulations/decisions and then any definitions 
given in European Commission communications, particularly 
those with proposals for directives; 


2. other EU entities, including Eurostat, the European Asylum 
Support Office (EASO), the European Union Agency for Funda- 
mental Rights (FRA), the European Border and Coast Guard 
Agency (FRONTEX), the National Contact points on Integration, 
EUROJUST and the European Police Office (FUROPOL); 


3. European/international conventions, treaties and protocols 
(e.g. on smuggling, trafficking and forced labour from the United 
Nations, the Council of Europe and the International Criminal 
Court); 


4. glossaries developed by international bodies, such as the 
United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR); the 
International Organisation for Migration (IOM), the International 
Labour Organisation (ILO) and the Organisation for Economic 
Co-operation and Development (OECD); 


5. other relevant (EU) projects/entities (e.g. the European Union 
Observatory on Democracy, THESIM). 


Some of the existing definitions of glossary entries have been 
modified so as to better reflect the usage of the term in the 
context of asylum and migration policy in the EU; where this is 
the case, it is indicated in the ‘source’ that the definition is 
‘derived by’ the EMN. Likewise, some definitions had to be deve- 
loped by the working group itself, as they could not be sourced 
from the references outlined above; in such cases the entry 
source indicates that the definition was ‘developed by’ the EMN. 


3.4. Definitions 


Each EMN glossary definition has been formulated according to 
the IATE standard, meaning that they can directly replace the 
term in any given text. For example, the term ‘applicant for inter- 
national protection’ can be directly replaced in any text with its 
definition: ‘third-country national or a stateless person who has 
made an application for international protection in respect of 
which a final decision has not yet been taken’. Parts of the terms 
of the EMN glossary have already been integrated into the IATE 
database. 


Some terms are understood differently when they are used in a 
global context, an EU context or specific legal contexts (e.g. in 
the context of the Schengen Convention or Dublin Convention). 
In such cases, the context in which a term should be understood 
is indicated in the definition. 


Terms which have a specific linkage to asylum and migration 
issues but which can be understood in contexts other than 
asylum and migration (e.g. access to healthcare, school pupil, 
student, researcher) are defined specifically for the asylum and 
migration context. Terms that do not have an obvious link to 
asylum and migration (e.g. child care, civil war, (environmental) 
disaster, economic sector, education, language) have been 
omitted from the Glossary. 


As many definitions are derived from the EU acquis, they are, in 
most cases, valid for all EU and often for all EEA Member States 
and Switzerland. Where national definitions deviate from that of 
the Glossary, this is indicated in the notes. 


3.5. Preferred terms and synonyms 


Where multiple interchangeable terms (synonyms) were avai- 
lable for a single concept, a ‘preferred term’ was selected and all 
the other possible terms (including quasi-synonyms and 
acronyms) were listed as synonyms. In some cases, the synonym 
is more common in an EU Member State than the ‘preferred 
term’ - e.g. ‘deportation’ is more commonly used than ‘removal’ 
in many EU Member States, even though ‘removal’ is the term 
used in EU legislation. In such cases, an explanatory note has 
been added to clarify national specificities. 


4. Format of the EMN Glossary 


The development of the Glossary also included agreeing on a 
common approach with regard to the formatting of the terms 
and definitions, as outlined in this section. 


4.1. Order of terms 


The preferred terms are listed in (English) alphabetical order. 
Where the term is an expression or compound word (i.e. com- 
prised of more than one word), the entry reflects the ordering of 
the term in common usage - e.g. economic migration or 
applicant for international protection. 


4.2. Nominal agreement and gender 
neutrality in the Glossary 


Terms are listed in the singular (not plural). Only in exceptional 
cases, when a term is commonly used in the plural form, such as

e.g. “fundamental rights” or “reception conditions”, it is listed in 
plural. To the greatest extent possible, both the terms and their 
definitions are gender neutral. For consistency with the IATE 
database, the gender-neutral plural pronouns ‘they’, ‘them’, 
‘their’ have been used throughout, even when referring to the 
singular. While some EU languages employ a gender system of 
agreement for nouns (e.g. in German, Migrant for a male migrant 
and Migrantin for a female migrant), for simplicity and for 
consistency with other glossaries only one gender form of such 
terms (the most generic) is used for these entries. 


4.3. Use of ISO standards for listing 
EU Member States and EU languages 


All reference to EU and EEA Member States (and Switzerland) 
and their languages, whether in the definition, notes or sub- 
heading, uses abbreviations according to the country codes of 
the ISO standard 3166-alpha.!? All other countries and lan- 
guages are mentioned in full. However, the translations of the 
terms are listed in accordance with the abbreviations of EU 
Member States languages following the languages codes of the 
ISO standard 639"? (see chapter 4.5). It should be noted that the 
ISO codes for languages often differ from the countries in which 
they are spoken, i.e. Sweden is ‘SE’ whereas Swedish is ‘SV’, but 
both France and French are abbreviated to ‘FR’. 


4.4. Source of information of notes 


Unless indicated to the contrary, all text appearing in the note 
has the same source as the definition. 


4.5. Translations 


Whilst the Glossary has been developed in English by the multi- 
lingual members of the working group, another aspect, men- 
tioned previously, was the need for translations. One feature of 
the EMN Glossary is to have translations of the terms into other 
EU Member State languages plus Norwegian. Version 6.0 
contains translations of terms into 22 of the EU’s 24 
languages.!* 


The translations are, to the greatest possible extent, direct trans- 
lations of the English term, or otherwise a translation that better 
reflects the definition given. For some terms, no translation was 
available, either because the English term has been borrowed 


into the language and is more commonly used, or because the 
term is not used in a national context. In the case of the former 
(English term preferred), this is indicated under the field for the 
translation as ‘no usual translation’. In the latter case (where the 
term is not used at all in a national context), this is indicated by 
‘no translation’. 


Conversely, some terms have more than one translation avai- 
lable in the national context, depending on whether reference 
was being made to national law or the EU acquis. In these cases, 
more translations have been provided, starting with the context 
of the EU acquis and followed by the national context, separated 
by a semicolon. The European context is indicated by ‘(EU acquis)’ 
and, the national translation is added without any further 
remark. The Slovak translation of ‘breeder documents’ may serve 
as an example: vychodiskové doklady (EU acquis); zdrojové 
doklady. In cases where there are no such indications, but more 
than one translation is given (separated by a '/), the translations 
can be used synonymously. 


The acronyms used in the Glossary for the translations refer to 
the EU Member State languages. As mentioned previously, they 
follow the languages codes of the ISO standard 639.!° EU 
Member States having the same nominal lanquage (e.g. AT/DE/ 
LU, BE/FR/LU or BE/NL) are grouped together under the language 
‘DE’, FR’ and ‘NL’ and any national deviations from the trans- 
lation provided are indicated between parentheses! - e.g. the 
term asylum seeker is translated as Asylwerber in Austria (AT), 
Asylbewerber in Germany (DE) and in the context of the EU 
acquis, and in Luxembourg (LU), Asylantragsteller. A semicolon is 
used to separate synonyms of the translation in the same 
nominal language. The entry of the German translation of the 
term asylum seeker thus looks as follows: Asylantragsteller (EU 
acquis, LU); Asylwerber (AT); Asylbewerber (DE). 


4.6. Relationships between terms 


Most of the entries listed in the Glossary list a number of terms 
related to the preferred term through an equivalence, hie- 
rarchical or associative relationship. 


M An equivalence relationship is a relationship between two 
terms that represent the same concept and which are there- 
fore (virtually) interchangeable. In the Glossary, synonyms 
have an equivalence relationship and are understood to also

include terms that may represent a slightly different concept 
(i.e. quasi-synonyms), as well as acronyms and abbreviations. 
All synonyms are listed in the index. 


= A hierarchical relationship is a relationship between a pair 
of concepts in which one falls within the scope of the other 
- see broader term and narrower term. A broader term indi- 
cates the relationship between a more generic and a more 
specific term. For example, ‘economic migrant’ is a broader 
term of the term ‘labour migrant’, which in turn is the nar- 
rower term. 


m An associative relationship is a relationship between a pair 
of concepts that are not related hierarchically but which 
share a strong semantic or conceptual connection. Such 
related terms are not related in a hierarchical manner but 
have an association, which may help users to understand 
wider contexts and meanings of the terms in which they have 
an interest. 


4.7. References to other terms 
in the Glossary 


Where a preferred term existing and defined elsewhere in the 
Glossary is used in a particular definition or by an indicated (hie- 
rarchical or associative) relationship (see chapter 4.6 above), 
then this term is indicated in bold the first time it is used in the 
definition. For example, the definition for the term long-term 
resident is given as ‘A third-country national who has long-term 
resident status as provided for under Articles 4 to 7 of Council 
Directive 2003/109/EC'; ‘third-country national’ is in bold as it is 
defined elsewhere in the Glossary. 


4.8 References to other sources 
Where in a definition or note, a source of an information (legal 


norms such as EU directives, international treaties, webpages, 
publications) is mentioned, this source is underlined.

5. Access to healthcare can be a key factor in the 
process of decision-making on applications for inter- 
national protection. Subsidiary protection may apply 
if the asylum-seeker contends that a return to the 
country of origin is impossible for health reasons, 
as the return of a sick person which is often connected 
with the medical standards in the country of return 
could constitute a breach of Art. 3 ECHR. Thus case 
workers have to take into account whether medical 
treatment is available in the country of origin and 
whether the available medical treatment would also 
be (e.g. financially) accessible to the concerned person 
upon return.

1997 on unaccompanied minors states that in prin- 
ciple, unaccompanied asylum-seekers claiming to be 
minors must produce evidence of their age. If such 
evidence is not available or serious doubt persists, EU 
Member States may carry out an age assessment. Age 
assessment should be carried out objectively. For such 
purposes, EU Member States may have a medical 
age-test carried out by qualified medical personnel, 
with the consent of the minor, a specially appointed 
adult representative or institution. 

2. According to UN Committee on the Rights of the 
Child, General Comment No. 6, the identification 
of a child as an unaccompanied and separated child 
(UASC) includes age assessment, which should take 
into account physical appearance, but also psycho- 
logical maturity. The assessment must be conducted 
in a scientific, safe, child and gender-sensitive and fair 
manner, avoiding any risk of violation of the physi- 
cal integrity of the child, giving due respect to human 
dignity. 

3. Age assessment can include a variety of processes 
or procedures either undertaken singularly or in com- 
bination, such as: analysis of documentary evidence, 
interview, X-ray, physical or other form of medical ex- 
amination.

1. Alternatives to detention usually provide more fa- 
vourable (‘less coercive’) conditions for the potential 
detainee, and may also be more cost-efficient. They 
are still subject to human rights standards. 

2. The alternatives, many of which can be used in 
combination with each other, can be broadly grouped 
under the following categories: 

- obligation to surrender passports or travel docu- 
ments 

- residence restrictions which impose the duty of re- 
maining at a particular address or residing within a 
specific geographical area often combined with regu- 
lar reporting requirements. The designated places can 
be open or semi-open facilities run by the government 
or NGOs, as well as hotels, hostels or private address- 
es. The regime imposed can vary, but people generally 
have 

to be present at the designated location at certain 
times, while absences are usually only allowed with a 
well-founded justification. 

- release on bail and provision of sureties by third par- 
ties 

- supervision which obliges people to report to the 
police or immigration authorities at regular intervals, 
and is one of the more frequent alternatives to deten- 
tion found in national legislation. Reporting duties on 
a daily, bi-weekly, weekly or even less frequent basis 
may also be imposed as an additional requirement to 
the obligation to reside at a specified place. 

- placement in open facilities with caseworker support 
which is an innovative alternative to detention; asylum 
seekers or people in return procedures are placed in 
open facilities and provided with individual coaches 
or counsellors to inform and advise them about their 
situation and options. 

- electronic monitoring which is the most intrusive of 
the various alternatives to BE23 as it substantially in- 
terferes with a person’s right to privacy, restricts free- 
dom of movement and can have a negative impact on 
their dignity. It can also lead to discrimination through 
the potential association of people wearing an elec- 
tronic device with criminals. 

3. Reception facilities can be considered an alter- 
native to detention only in cases where the individual 
concerned has to report regularly to the competent 
authorities, or if there are residency requirements.

Beneficiaries of 
subsidiary protection may be required to reside at a 
specific area of residence only in limited cases as the 
CJEU held in its judgment of 1 March 2016 (joined 
cases C-443/14 and C-444/14 ‘Alo & Osso’). In line 
with that judgment, EU law does not preclude EU 
Member States from imposing residence conditions on 
a beneficiary of subsidiary protection status in receipt 
of certain specific social security benefits, with the ob- 
jective of facilitating the integration of third-country 
nationals in the EU Member State that has granted 
that protection. However, such a limitation is not for 
the purpose of achieving an appropriate distribution 
of the burden of paying benefits among the various 
institutions competent in that regard, when the ap- 
plicable national rules do not provide for the imposi- 
tion of such a measure for other groups of migrants 
(including refugees).

4. The best interests of the child assessment (BIA) is 
an ongoing procedure to be undertaken in each indi- 
vidual case where decisions are to be made affecting 
an individual child, in the light of the specific circum- 
stances of each child or group of children or children 
in general, and should evaluate and balance all ele- 
ments necessary to make a decision.

1. Originally chain migration refers to a process 
in which initial movements of migrants lead to fur- 
ther movements from the same area to the same 
area. In a chain migration system, individual members 
of a community migrate and then encourage or as- 
sist further movements of migration (see Bundesz- 
entrale für politische Bildung (BpB): Migration, 
Citizenship, Education Glossary of Terms). 

2. Chain migration may also be based on ethnic 
or family ties with members of the same family mi- 
grating at different times, usually with primary wage 
earners migrating first, followed by secondary or non- 
wage earners. In countries with more or less liberal 
regulations on the rights of migrants to family reuni- 
fication usually in accordance with international con- 
ventions, family reunification as an incidence of chain 
migration explains much of the growth in the total 
migrant population.

conflict with the above. It refers to work that is men- 
tally, physically, socially or morally dangerous and 
harmful to children and interferes with their schooling 
by: 

- depriving them of the opportunity to attend school; 
- obliging them to leave school prematurely; or 

- requiring them to combine school attendance with 
excessively long and heavy work. 

2. The ILO Convention No 138 specifies 15 years 
as the age above which, in normal circumstances, 
a person may participate in economic activity. Accord- 
ing to Art. 32 of the Charter of Fundamentals Rights 
of the European Union, the employment of children 
is prohibited. The minimum age of admission to em- 
ployment may not be lower than the minimum 
school-leaving age, without prejudice to such rules 
as may be more favourable to young people and ex- 
cept for limited derogations. 

3. Not all work done by children should be classified 
as child labour that is to be targeted for elimination. 
The ILO distinguishes between ‘child work’ and ‘child 
labour’, the latter being used to describe the more pe- 
jorative part of ‘child work’, whereas ‘child work’ in it- 
self could include doing light household chores and, 
as long as it does not affect their health and personal 
development or interfere with their schooling, can ac- 
tually have some learning value.

1. The two main forms of circular migration which 
could be most relevant in the EU context are: 

- Circular migration of third-country nationals set- 
tled in the EU 

2. This category of circular migration gives people the 
opportunity to engage in an activity (business, profes- 
sional, voluntary or other) in their country of origin 
while retaining their main residence in one of the EU 
Member States. This covers various groups, e.g.: 

- business persons working in the EU and wishing 
to start an activity in their country of origin (or in an- 
other third country); and 

- doctors, professors or other professionals willing 
to support their country of origin by conducting part 
of their professional activity there. 

3.Circular migration of persons residing in a third 
country 

Circular migration could create an opportunity for 
persons residing in a third country to come to the 
EU temporarily for work, study, training or a combina- 
tion of these, on the condition that, 

- third-country nationals wishing to work temporarily 
in the EU, e.g. in seasonal employment; 

- third-country nationals wishing to study or train 
in Europe before returning to their country; 

- third-country nationals who, after having complet- 
ed their studies, wish to be employed in the EU (e.g. 
as trainees) to acquire professional experience which 
is difficult to obtain at home, before returning; 

- third-country researchers wishing to carry out a re- 
search project in the EU; 

- third-country nationals who wish to take part in in- 
tercultural people-to-people exchanges and other ac- 
tivities in the field of culture, active citizenship, educa- 
tion and youth (such as, for example, training courses, 
seminars, events, study visits); 

- third-country nationals who wish to carry out an un- 
remunerated voluntary service pursuing objectives 
of general interest in the EU.

1. Whilst in some EU Member States a distinction 
is made between citizenship and nationality, in the 
EU context and for the purpose of this glossary, 
no distinction is made and the two terms are consid- 
ered to be interchangeable. In countries which distin- 
guish between citizenship and nationality, the term 
citizenship refers specifically to the legal rights and 
duties of nationals. The European Convention on Na- 
tionality, the International Organization for Migration 
(IOM) Glossary and the EUDO Glossary on Citizenship 
and Nationality prefer the term ‘nationality’. 

2. According to Art. 1 of the Hague Convention on Cer- 
tain Questions Relating to the Conflict of Nationality 
Law, 1930, it is for each State to determine under its 
own laws who are its nationals. 

3. The tie of nationality confers individual rights and 
imposes obligations that a State reserves for its pop- 
ulation. Nationality carries with it certain consequenc- 
es as regards migration, such as the right of a State 
to protect its nationals against violations of their in- 
dividual rights committed by foreign authorities (par- 
ticularly by means of diplomatic protection), the duty 
to accept its nationals onto its territory, and the prohi- 
bition to expel them.

1. Not every person who is outside their own country 
and has a well-founded fear of persecution is a Conven- 
tion refugee. One of the conditions for qualification 
for refugee status within the meaning of Art. 1(A) 
of the Geneva Refugee Convention is the existence 
of a causal link between the reasons for persecu- 
tion, namely race, religion, nationality, political opin- 
ion or membership of a particular social group, and 
the acts of persecution or the absence of protection 
against such acts. Persecution based on any other 
ground will not be considered. The risk of being per- 
secuted may sometimes arise in circumstances where 
two or more Convention grounds combine in the same 
person, in which case the combination of such grounds 
defines the causal connection to the well-founded fear 
of being persecuted. 

2. The following definitions come into play when 
States attempt to determine who is and who is not 
a refugee: 

- race is used in its broadest sense and includes ethnic 
and social groups of common descent; 

- religion also has meaning, including identification 
with a group that tends to share common traditions 
or beliefs, as well as the active practice of religion; 

- nationality includes an individual’s citizenship. Perse- 
cution of ethnic, linguistic and cultural groups within 
a population also may be termed persecution based 
on nationality; 

- a particular social group refers to people who share 
a similar background, habits or social status. This cat- 
egory often overlaps with persecution based on one 
of the other four grounds. It has applied to families 
of capitalists, landowners, homosexuals, 

- political opinion refers to ideas not tolerated by the 
authorities, including opinions critical of government 
policies and methods. It includes opinions attributed 
to individuals even if the individual does not in fact 
hold that opinion. Individuals who conceal their polit- 
ical opinions until after they have fled their countries 
may qualify for refugee status if they can show that 
their views are likely to subject them to persecution 
if they return home.

1. Prohibition of torture and cruel, inhuman or de- 
grading treatment or punishment is recognised as a 
right of paramount significance under international 
human rights law and set out in all major inter- 
national instruments dealing with civil and political 
rights, such as in Art. 3 of the European Convention 
on Human Rights (ECHR). The prohibition, contained 
in Art. 5 of the ECHR is the only Convention prohibition 
that is not subject to any limitations or derogations. 
2. While the UN Convention against Torture and oth- 
er Cruel, Inhuman or Degrading Treatment or Punish- 
ment (UNCAT) provides a definition of torture, there 
is no universally accepted definition of inhuman and 
degrading treatment or punishment. The case law 
of the European Court of Human Rights (ECtHR) 
provides at least a source of guidance even though 
the decision practice of the Court has changed over 
the time. On the basis of the degree of severity of 
ill-treatment the Court distinguished and defined three 
concepts prohibited by Art. 3: (i) torture, (ii) inhuman 
treatment or punishment and (iii) degrading treatment 
or punishment. Further, the Court emphasized in the 
Selmouni vs. France judgement of 28 July 1999 that 
the hierarchy distinguishing the three categories of 
ill-treatment is fluid in nature and has to be assessed 
in harmony with societal pogress.

To ensure the non-arbitrariness 
of detention and the respect of fundamental rights 
of applicants for international protection, Directive 
2013/33/EU (Recast Reception Conditions Directive) 
introduced an exhaustive list of detention grounds

only detain or keep in a detention facility a third-coun- 
try national who is the subject of return procedures 
in order to prepare the return and/or carry out the re- 
moval process, in particular when: (a) there is a risk 
of absconding; or (b) the third-country national con- 
cerned avoids or hampers the preparation of return 
or the removal process. Any detention shall be for 
as short a period as possible and only maintained 
as long as removal arrangements are in progress and 
executed with due diligence.

The 
information stored in the EES is accessible to border 
authorities, visa authorities and the authorities within 
the Schengen Member States competent to check if 
a third-country national fulfils the conditions of entry 
or stay. The data are also available to the designated 
authorities and Europol, to prevent, detect and inves- 
tigate terrorist offences or other serious crimes, ac- 
cording to conditions as set out in the regulation.

1. As there is no universally agreed definition of iden- 
tity and no legal definition common to all EU Member 
States, most EU Member States use practical defini- 
tions which at the minimum establish the first name, 
surname, sex, date of birth and nationality of the ap- 
plicant.

Identifica- 
tion procedures and systems (e.g. biometric systems) 
are different from identity verification systems in that 
they seek to identify an unknown person or biometric. 
5. Identity verification: Identity verification procedures 
and systems seek to answer the question: “Is this 
person who they say they are?” Biometric verification 
systems are generally described as 1-to-1 matching 
systems because they try to match the biometric pre- 
sented by the individual against a specific biometric 
already on file.

1. The European Agency for the Border and Coast 
Guard based in Warsaw was established by Regula- 
tion (EU) No 2016/1624 (European Border and Coast 
Guard Regulation) of 14 September 2016. It is not a 
new body but emerged from the European Agency for 
the Management of Operational Cooperation at the 
External Borders of the Member States of the Euro- 
pean Union which was established in 2004 by Council 
Regulation (EC) 2007/2004 (Frontex-Regulation). Its 
mandate and tasks have, however, been extended 
and it has been transformed into a fully-fledged Eu- 
ropean Agency. In order to reflect these changes, it 
was renamed the European Border and Coast Guard 
Agency which continues to be commonly referred to 
as ‘Frontex’. 

2. The Agency does not have its own equipment or 
border guards, but coordinates operational coopera- 
tion between Schengen Member States (and NO, IC, IE 
and UK)/in external border management. 

3. Art. 8 of Regulation (EU) No 2016/1624 describes 
the main tasks of the Agency which include among 
others: 

- monitoring migration flows and carrying out risk 
analysis as regards all aspects of integrated border 
management; 

- coordinating and organising joint operations and rap- 
id border interventions to assist participating states at 
the external EU borders, including humanitarian emer- 
gencies and rescue at sea; 

- coordinating and organising joint operations and rap- 
id border interventions to assist participating states at 
the external EU borders, including humanitarian emer- 
gencies and rescue at sea; 

- setting up and deploying European Border and Coast 
Guard teams, including a rapid reaction pool; 

- assisting participating states in fulfilling their return 
AL9 including coordinating and organising return op- 
erations. 

4. Another objective of the Agency is the prevention 
of cross-border crime such as smuggling of migrants, 
terrorism or trafficking in human beings.

1. The ENP was developed in 2004, with the objective 
of avoiding the emergence of new dividing lines be- 
tween the enlarged EU and its neighbours and instead 
strengthening the prosperity, stability and security 
of all. It is based on the values of democracy, rule 
of law and respect of human rights. 

2. The three regional and multilateral cooperation 
initiatives of the ENP are: the Eastern Partnership 
(EAP), launched in Prague in May 2009; the Eu- 
ro-Mediterranean Partnership (EUROMED), for- 
merly known as the Barcelona Process, re-launched 
in Paris in July 2008), and the Black Sea Synergy 
(launched in Kiev in February 2008). 

3. The Lisbon Treaty has allowed the EU to strength- 
en the delivery of its foreign policy: cooperation with 
neighbouring countries can now be broadened to cov- 
er the full range of issues in an integrated and more 
effective manner. This was a key driver for initiating 
a review of the ENP in summer 2010.

1. In the global context, forced return is a broader 
term which includes any action having the effect of 
returning the individual to a State, including expul- 
sion, removal, extradition, rejection at the frontier, 
extra-territorial interception and physical return. 

2. The term ‘forced return’ is not used at all in Eu- 
ropean Union legislation. Council Directive 2008/115/ 
EC (Return Directive) which regulates the return of 
migrants whose stay has been found to be illegal — 
refers to return following a return decision as ‘return’ 
(not ‘forced return’). In order to avoid confusion with 
the return of migrants based on their free will and 
without any direction from the State, the EMN has 
named ‘return’ when occurring in compliance with a 
return decision, ‘forced return’. 

3. If the term ‘forced return’ is used in the European 
Union environment (e.g. in the metadata of Eurostat), 
it is understood as synonymous with ‘removal’ - i.e. 
the physical transportation out of the country follow- 
ing a return decision. 

4. Outside of European Union legislation the term 
‘forced return’ is more commonly used and under- 
stood as a return which occurs once a return decision 
has been issued.

1. Art. 8(6) of Directive 2008/115/EC (Return Direc- 
tive) introduced an important fundamental rights 
safeguard for third-country nationals ordered to leave 
the EU obliging EU Member States to implement a 
forced return monitoring system. This should include 
involvement of organisations/bodies different and 
independent from the authorities enforcing return. 
The European Border and Coast Guard Agency 
(Frontex) supports return monitoring by deploying 
experts (‘return monitors’) who carry out independent 
monitoring of return operations to ensure compliance 
with fundamental rights (Art. 29 of Regulation (EU) 
2016/1624 (European Border and Coast Guard Reg- 
ulation)). 

2. The mere existence of judicial remedies in individu- 
al cases or national systems of the supervision of the 
efficiency of national return policies cannot be consid- 
ered as a valid application of Art. 8(6) of the Return 
Directive. 

3. Art. 8(6) of the Return Directive does not imply a 
subjective right of a returnee to be monitored nor 
does it imply an obligation to monitor each single re- 
moval operation. A monitoring system based on spot 
checks and monitoring of random samples may be 
considered sufficient as long as the monitoring inten- 
sity is sufficiently close to guarantee overall efficiency 
of monitoring. 

4. The monitoring does not cover post-return monitor- 
ing (the period following reception of the returnee in 
a third country).

1. Fundamental rights permit people to develop their 
full potential and their fundamental mental, psycho- 
logical, intellectual and physical capacity. They define 
what individuals or groups of people are entitled to 
and describe the limitations a state may impose to 
intrude on those entitlements. Some rights are abso- 
lute and others non-derogable, while some rights are 
qualified. 

2. An absolute right cannot be limited or infringed 
under any circumstances, not even during a declared 
state of emergency, such as Art. 3 of the European 
Convention on Human Rights (ECHR) and Art. 2 of 
the United Nations Convention against Torture (UN- 
CAT). 

3. Non-derogable rights may be either absolute or 
non-absolute. While non-derogable rights cannot be 
suspended, some provide for limitations in their ordi- 
nary application, such as the right to marry and found 
a family in Art. 12 of the ECHR. 

4. Qualified rights permit interferences subject to var- 
ious conditions but these must be in accordance with 
the law and necessary in a democratic state for the 
requirements of public order, public health or morals, 
national security or public safety, such as the right to 
freedom of expression (Art. 10 of the ECHR). 

5. There are many crossovers between human rights 
and fundamental rights. According to the European 
Union Agency for Fundamental Rights (FRA), both 
fundamental rights and human rights entitle individu- 
als to expect and receive certain levels of treatment. 
However, there is a difference: the term ‘fundamental 
rights’ is specifically used in national constitutions, 
whereas ‘human rights’ is used in international law. 
6. In the European Union, fundamental rights are 
guaranteed nationally by the constitutions of the EU 
Member States and at EU level by the Charter of 
Fundamental Rights of the European Union. The 
personal scope of application of the Charter is poten- 
tially 

7. The European Union Agency for Fundamental Rights 
is the EU’s centre of fundamental rights expertise, for

1. Gender-based persecution is a term that has no le- 
gal meaning per se. It is used to encompass the range 
of different claims in which gender is a relevant con- 
sideration in the determination of refugee status. 
Gender-related claims may be brought by either wom- 
en or men, although they are more commonly brought 
by women. 

2. Although gender is not specifically referenced as 
one of the grounds on which an individual can be rec- 
ognized as a refugee and given protection, it is widely 
accepted that it can influence or dictate the reasons 
for persecution and as such there is no need to add an 
additional ground to the Refugee Convention defini- 
tion. A gender-sensitive interpretation should be given 
to each of the Convention grounds ‘race, religion, na- 
tionality, membership of a particular social group or 
political opinion’ although gender-based persecution 
is predominantly interpreted within the parameters of 
the particular social group ground.

1. The Global Approach to Migration (GAM) was first 
defined by the European Council in December 2005 
(COM(2007) 247) and further developed in 2007 and 
2008. It has constituted the framework for the cooper- 
ation of the EU with third countries in the area of mi- 
gration and asylum. The Stockholm Programme 
adopted in 2009 also acknowledged the importance 
of consolidating, strengthening and implementing the 
GAM. 

2. The approach comprises the whole migration agen- 
da, including legal and irregular migration, com- 
bating trafficking in human beings and smuggling 
of migrants, strengthening protection for refugees, 
enhancing migrant rights and harnessing the positive 
links that exist between migration and development. 
3. In 2011, the global approach was evaluated. 
As a result of this, the Commission highlighted the 
need for further strengthening the external migra- 
tion policy and published in November 2011 the 
Communication on the Global Approach to Migration 
and Mobility, COM(2011) 743 final on a new impe- 
tus to the EU’s external migration policy. The renewed 
GAMM focuses on four main priorities: improving the 
organisation of legal migration and facilitated mobil- 
ity, preventing and reducing irregular migration in an 
efficient, yet humane way, strengthening the synergies 
between migration and development, and strengthen- 
ing international protection systems and the external 
dimension of asylum.

1. An assumption of group persecution requires a cer- 
tain intensity of persecution to warrant the general 
assumption of the individual persecution of each 
group member, irrespective of whether an individual 
has indeed been the victim of such persecution. This 
requires a threat emanating from so large a num- 
ber of violations of rights protected by asylum law 
that it goes beyond separate individual infringements 
or a large number of individual infringements, but 
rather constitutes acts of persecution in the specif- 
ic territory aimed at the group as a whole which in- 
crease, are repeated and spread to such an extent 
that there is not only a possibility, but a direct im- 
minent danger of becoming a victim oneself for any 
member of such a group. 

2. With consideration to the general principle of sub- 
sidiarity in refugee law, group persecution will only 
entitle a refugee to protection abroad, if the danger 
is present in the entire territory of the country of ori- 
gin, i.e. if there is no internal alternative for protection.

1. Prohibition on torture or inhuman or degrading 
treatment or punishment is recognised as a right of 
paramount significance under international human 
rights law and set out in all major international instru- 
ments dealing with civil and political rights, such as in 
Art. 3 of the European Convention on Human Rights 
(ECHR). The prohibition, contained in Art. 3 of the ECHR 
is the only Convention prohibition that is not subject to 
any limitations or derogations. 

2. While the UN Convention against Torture and Oth- 
er Cruel, inhuman or Degrading Treatment or Punish- 
ment (UNCAT) provides a definition of torture, there 
is no universally accepted definition of inhuman and 
degrading treatment or punishment. The case law 
of the European Court of Human Rights (ECtHR) 
provides at least a source of guidance even though 
the decision practice of the Court has changed over 
the time. On the basis of the degree of severity of 
ill-treatment the Court distinguished and defined three 
concepts prohibited by Art.3: (i) torture, (ii) inhuman 
treatment or punishment and (iii) degrading treatment 
or punishment. Further, the Court emphasized in the 
Selmouni vs. France judgement of 28 July 1999 that 
the hierarchy distinguishing the three categories of 
ill-treatment is fluid in nature and has to be assessed 
in harmony with societal pogress. 

3. The concept of inhuman treatment and punishment 
is the least developped of the three concepts (degrad- 
ing treatment, inhuman treatment, torture) for differ- 
ent forms of ill-treatment. 

4. It is often difficult to identify the exact boundaries 
between the different forms of ill-treatment as this 
requires an assessment about degrees of suffering 
that may depend on the particular circumstances of 
the case and the caracteristics of the particular victim. 
According to the case law of the ECtHR various com- 
ponents can determine whether a particular treatment 
constitutes torture or inhuman or degrading treat- 
ment or punishment: the gravity of the treatment, the 
intentional infliction of the treatment, the severity of 
the pain, the arbitrariness of the violence, the prohib- 
ited purpose, the duration of the treatment and the 
level of cruelty of the act. The Court did not classify 
these examples as exhaustive, the prohibited purpose 
criterion of the torture definition of the UN Convention 
against Torture and Other Cruel, inhuman or Degrad- 
ing Treatment or Punishment (UNCAT) is not the only 
decisive factor.

1. There is no universally accepted definition of irreg- 
ular migration. From the perspective of destination 
countries it is entry, stay or work in a country without 
the necessary authorisation or documents required 
under immigration regulations. From the perspective 
of the sending country, the irregularity is, for example, 
seen in cases in which a person crosses an interna- 
tional boundary without a valid passport or travel 
document or does not fulfil the administrative re- 
quirements for leaving the country. There is, however, 
a tendency to restrict the use of the term to cases of 
smuggling of migrants and trafficking in human 
beings. 

2. Defining irregular migration has been the subject 
of considerable debate. Terms such as illegal, undoc- 
umented, non-documented, and unauthorised migra- 
tion can have different connotations in national policy 
debates. Due to this and the assocation with crimi- 
nality the term ‘illegal migration" should be avoided, 
as most irregular migrants are not criminals. Being 
in a country without the required papers is, in most 
countries, not a criminal offence but an administrative 
infringement. 

3. While the UN use the term ‘irregular’ or 'undoc- 
umented' migration, the European Commission fa- 
voured for a long time the term ‘illegal immigration’, 
but more recently refers to ‘irregular migration’ as 
well. 

4. The Council of Europe differentiates between illegal 
migration and irregular migrant. Referring to Reso- 
lution 1509 (2006) of the Council of Europe Parlia- 
mentary Assembly, ‘illegal’ is preferred when referring 
to a status or process, whereas ‘irregular’ is preferred 
when referring to a person.

Member States on 13 December 2007, and entered 
into force on 1 December 2009. It amends the Maas- 
tricht Treaty (1993), which is also known as the Treaty 
on European Union, and the Treaty of Rome (1952), 
which is also known as the Treaty establishing the 
European Community (TEEC). At Lisbon, the Treaty 
of Rome was renamed the Treaty on the Functioning 
of the European Union (TFEU). 

2. Prominent changes included the move from una- 
nimity to qualified majority voting in at least 45 policy 
areas in the Council of Ministers, a change in calculat- 
ing such a majority to a new double majority, a more 
powerful European Parliament forming a bicameral 
legislature alongside the Council of ministers under 
the ordinary legislative procedure, a consolidated le- 
gal personality for the EU, and the creation of a long- 
term President of the European Council and a High 
Representative of the Union for Foreign Affairs and 
Security Policy. The Treaty also made the Union's bill 
of rights, the Charter of Fundamental Rights of the 
European Union, legally binding. 

3. The Treaty of Lisbon broadened the competences 
of the EU in asylum issues. According to Art. 78 TFEU, 
a common policy on asylum is developed through the 
ordinary legislative procedure. There is no mentioning 
of minimum standards as before which sets the aim 
to convergence. The Article provides for the legal basis 
for the Common European Asylum System (CEAS).

e) the applicant has made clearly inconsistent and 
contradictory, clearly false or obviously improbable 
representations which contradict sufficiently verified 
country of origin information, thus making their 
claim clearly unconvincing in relation to whether they 
qualify as a beneficiary of international protection; 

f) the applicant has introduced a subsequent ap- 
plication for international protection that is not 
inadmissible 

g) the applicant is making an application merely in 
order to delay or frustrate the enforcement of an ear- 
lier or imminent decision which would result in their 
removal, 

h) the applicant entered the territory of the EU Mem- 
ber State unlawfully or prolonged their stay unlawful- 
ly and, without good reason, has either not presented 
themselves to the authorities or not made an applica- 
tion for international protection as soon as possible, 
given the circumstances of their entry; 

i) the applicant refuses to comply with an obligation to 
have their fingerprints taken in accordance with Regu- 
lation (EU) No 603/2013 (Eurodac-Regulation) for the 
comparison of fingerprints for the effective application 
of Regulation (EU) No 604/2013 (Dublin Ill Regulation)

1. At international level, no universally accepted defi- 
nition for 'migrant' exists, but the UN recommenda- 
tions for statistics on international migration and on 
population censuses specifies at least one year as the 
criterion for change of country of usual residence to 
define this change as ‘migration’. 

2. Under the UN definition, those travelling for shorter 
periods as tourists and business persons would not 
be considered migrants. However, common usage in- 
cludes certain kinds of shorter-term migrants such as 
seasonal workers. 

3. The term 'migrant' is usually understood to cover 
all cases where the decision to migrate is taken freely 
by the individual concerned for reasons of 'personal 
convenience' and without intervention of an external 
compelling factor; it therefore applies to persons, and 
family members, moving to another country or region 
to better their material or social conditions and im- 
prove the prospect for themselves or their family. 

4. This definition does not include intra-EU mobility of 
Citizens or residents, even though national concepts of 
international migration may include mobility, as will 
national statistics on international migration.

conditions or conditions of survival or well-being, or 
other motives such as familiy reunfication) and irre- 
spective of the means used to migrate (legal/irregular 
migration).

1. The New York Declaration for Migrants and Refu- 
gees adopted on 19 September 2016 is the first UN 
declaration on migration adopted at this level. It ac- 
knowledges that migration and refugee matters have 
become major issues in the international agenda, that 
there is a pressing need for a comprehensive approach 
to human mobility and that protection of refugees is a 
shared international responsibility which requires and 
enhanced global cooperation on migration. 

2. The Declaration reaffirms the importance of the 
international protection regime (the Geneva Refugee 
Convention and Protocol) and the obligations to fully 
respect the human rights of refugees and migrants. 
3. It sets out the core elements of a Comprehensive 
Refugee Response Framework to be applied to large- 
scale movements of refugees and protracted refugee 
situations. 

4. The Declaration calls upon the United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) to pro- 
pose a global compact on Refugees and also provides 
for the negotiation of a global compact for safe, or- 
derly and regular migration.

1. The principle of non-refoulement is a part of cus- 
tomary international law and is therefore binding 
on all States, whether or not they are parties to the 
Geneva Refugee Convention Protocol. 

2. In international law the prohibition on refoulement 
has been developed in various legal instruments, on 
both a global and a regional level, such as in Art. 3 of 
the Convention against Torture (CAT), in Art.7 of the 
International Covenant on Civil and Political Rights 
(ICCPR) and Art. 3 of the European Convention on 
Human Rights (ECHR). Initially, the prohibition on 
refoulement was developed in relation to the protec- 
tion of refugees. 

3. The ECtHR does not contain an explicit prohibition 
on refoulement. However, in particular, under Art. 3 of 
ECHR a refoulement prohibition has been developed 
by the case law of the European Court of Human 
Rights (ECtHR). 

4. Art. 3 of the ECHR also prohibits indirect refoule- 
ment, the removal to a third - intermediary - country 
from which the individual may then be removed to the 
country in which he faces a real risk of the proscribed 
ill-treatment.

1. The likelihood of an applicant for international pro- 
tection suffering serious harm is assessed in order 
to provide a standard of proof for assessing eligibil- 
ity for subsidiary protection. According to Art. 4(4) 
of the Directive 2011/95/EU (Recast Qualification 
Directive) on the ‘assessment of facts and circum- 
stances’, earlier serious harm or direct threats are ap- 
praised as a ‘serious indication of the applicant’s real 
risk of suffering serious harm, unless there are good 
reasons to consider that such persecution or serious 
harm will not be repeated’. 

2. The European Court of Human Rights has ruled 
in a high number of different cases that there is a vio- 
lation of Art. 3 of the European Convention on Hu- 
man Rights (ECHR) ‘if substantial grounds have been 
shown for believing that the person concerned, if de- 
ported, faces a real risk of being subjected to treat- 
ment contrary to Art. 3 ECHR’. In light of the Court’s 
consequent jurisprudence, this standard means that: 
a)there is no need for the risk to be very high (no cer- 
tainty or significant probability requirement); 

b)at the same time the risk cannot be a mere possibil- 
ity (a distant, vague or theoretical alternative).

ternational protection to ensure a fair and balanced 
participation of all EU Member States to this common 
effort, as indicated in the European Agenda on Mi- 
gration of 13 May 2015. It was intended to alleviate 
the frontline EU Member States GR and IT from the 
disproportionate number of applicants for interna- 
tional protection who arrived on their territories in 
2015-2016. Eligibility for the EU emergency reloca- 
tion programme was limited to applicants who were 
in clear need of international protection and were na- 
tionals or stateless residents of those countries for 
which the EU-wide average recognition rate among 
decisions taken at first instance was 75 per cent or 
higher. The emergency relocation programme ended 
as of 26 September 2017. 

4. Relocation should not be confused with resettle- 
ment which is an international solidarity and respon- 
sibility-sharing mechanism including the selection and 
transfer of refugees of any nationality, on a request 
from the United Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR), from a State in which they have 
sought protection to a third state which has agreed 
to admit them as refugees with permanent residence 
status.

In PT, the term has no legal concept, being used more 
as a sociological term. It is commonly used to refer 
to Portuguese citizens that return to Portugal, includ- 
ing being forced to return. 

4. The term should not be confused with ‘voluntary 
repatriation’ which is according to the UNHCR Inter- 
national Thesaurus of Refugee Terminology defined 
as follows: ‘Return to the country of origin on the basis 
of the freely expressed willingness of the refugees’. 
The returns have to take place in conditions of safe- 
ty, dignity and security. The principle of ‘voluntariness’ 
must be viewed in relation to both: conditions in the 
country of origin (calling for an informed decision) 
and the situation in the country of asylum (permitting 
a free choice).

4. Freedom of movement and residence are grant- 
ed, in accordance with the Treaty establishing the 
European Community, only for certain categories 
of third-country nationals, i.e. long-term residents, 
highly-skilled workers, researchers and students. 
Whilst third-country nationals who hold a valid resi- 
dence permit or visa have the right to move free- 
ly within the Schengen area for up to three months 
within a six-month period, the rights in relation to tak- 
ing up residence for a period exceeding three months 
in another EU Member State are covered by specific 
legal instruments, depending on their status, and sub- 
ject to conditions in national legislation.

The second programme, the 
Hague Programme, was adopted in 2004 and expired 
in December 2009. 

2. The Programme contains guidelines for common 
politics on the topics of protection of fundamental 
rights, privacy, minority rights and the rights of groups 
of people in need of special protection, as well as cit- 
izenship of the European Union. The programme 
also outlines plans for measures in the area of bor- 
der-crossing data exchange between State authori- 
ties and surveillance of the Internet. The Programme's 
work programme also attaches great importance 
to how the EU should work to guarantee respect for 
fundamental freedoms and privacy, while guarantee- 
ing security in Europe. Chapter 5 specifically outlines 
the priorities in migration and asylum matters ( 
based on the principles and objectives of the Pact on 
Immigration and Asylum). It underlines that solidarity 
is an important objective of a common immigration 
and asylum policy and that the EU should provide sup- 
port to EU Member States most exposed to migratory 
pressures.

The 
acceptance that torture is forbidden under any cir- 
cumstances, including war, public emergency or ter- 
rorist threat, indicates that universally it is considered 
as a fundamental principle of customary international 
law. This means that even States that have not ratified 
any of the international treaties explicitly prohibiting 
torture are banned from using it against anyone, any- 
where, under any circumstances. 

3. Regional conventions, such as the European Con- 
vention on Human Rights (Art. 3) and the Charter 
of Fundamental Rights of the European Union 
(Art. 4), also recognise torture as a prohibited act. 

4. Both the UNCAT and the Geneva Refugee Con- 
vention and Protocol expressly prohibit the forced 
return of an asylum seeker to a country where they 
may be at risk of torture. 

5. In the EU, Art. 21 of Directive 2013/33/EU (Recast 
Receptions Conditions Directive) explicitly consid- 
ers the situation of vulnerable asylum seekers with 
special needs, including victims of torture. EU Mem- 
ber States are obliged to identify victims of torture 
within the asylum procedure and to assess whether 
they have special reception needs, including the need 
to access appropriate medical and psychological 
treatment or care.

1. The Convention on the Rights of the Child was 
adopted on 20 November 1989. The first international 
legally binding text recognizing all the fundamental 
rights of the child embodies four general principles: 

- the best interests of the child shall be a primary 
consideration in all actions affecting children (Art.3). 

- there shall be no discrimination on the grounds of 
race, colour, sex, language, religion, political or other 
opinions, national, ethnic or social origin, property, dis- 
ability, birth or other status (Art.2). 

- States Parties recognize that every child has the 
inherent right to life and shall ensure to the maximum 
extent possible the survival and development of the 
child (Art. 6). 

- children shall be assured the right to express their 
views freely in all matters affecting them, their views 
being given due weight in accordance with the child’s 
age and level of maturity (Art. 12) 

2. In addition to these four principles, the CRC provides 
for a number of fundamental rights which include, 
inter alia, the need for protection from abuse, ex- 
ploitation and neglect, and the importance of the 
physical and intellectual development of the child. It 
gives particular attention to the role of the family in 
providing care to the child, to the special protection 
needs of children deprived of their family environment 
and those of asylum-seeking and refugee children.

General dis- 
sent or disagreement with a government or the desire 
for more personal freedom or an improved economic 
situation without anything more does not satify this 
element (see UNHCR quidelines on international pro- 
tection on the UNHCR website). 

3. The objective element is satisfied when the appli- 
cant has established that there is a reasonable pos- 
sibility that they will actually suffer the feared perse- 
cution.

1. The right of third-country nationals to work in an 
EU/EFTA Member State mainly depends on the laws 
of that EU/EFTA Member State. EU Member States 
differ as to whether they issue a residence permit in 
addition to a work permit, and/or whether they issue 
a joint residence/work permit. All EU Member States 
have provisions in place outlining certain migrants 
who may be exempt from the obligation to obtain a 
work permit or for whom facilitated admission proce- 
dures are in place. 

2. At EU level, different legislative instruments regu- 
late the admission and residence of third-country na- 
tionals for the purposes of employment, depending on 
different categories of migrant workers and their res- 
idence status (such as highly-qualified migrants, 
seasonal workers, au pair, students, intra-cor- 
porate transferees, posted workers, long-term 
residents).

5. Directive 2011/98/EU (Single Permit Directive) 
introduced a single application procedure for the 
issuing of single permits for non-EU nationals to re- 
side and work in the territory of an EU Member State, 
and a common set of rights for non-EU workers legally 
residing in an EU Member State notably the right to 
equal treatment with nationals of the country where 
they reside and work for housing and employment 
advice services. The Directive applies to most non-EU 
nationals with authorisation to reside and work in the 
EU, independently of their initial reason for admission, 
unless they are explicitly excluded from the scope of 
the Directive. Its scope includes both non-EU nationals 
seeking to be admitted to an EU Member State in or- 
der to stay and work there and those who are already 
resident and have access to the labour market or are 
already working there. 

4. Art.15 of Directive 2013/33/EU (Recast Reception 
Conditions Directive) gives applicants for internation- 
al protection the right of having access to the labour 
market no later than 9 months from the date when 
the application was lodged, in accordance with the 
conditions as set up by the national law of EU Mem- 
ber States. In addition, Art. 26 of Directive 2011/95/ 
EU (Recast Qualification Directive) stipulates that EU 
Member States shall authorise beneficiaries of in- 
ternational protection to engage in employed or 
self-employed activities, immediately after protec- 
tion has been granted.
